What Lies Ahead?... Ill 
Tet Offensive Increased Instability of Vietnam's Already Shaky Economy 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN 
and PETER ARNETT 


SAIGON (AP) —The Commu- 


nist offensive that erupted four 
weeks ago, besides changing the 
military and pacification situa- 
tions and challenging the na- 
tion's political structure, has 
brought a fresh threat to South 
Vietnam's economy. 


There is new inflationary 


pressure. Government expendi- 
tures are bound to rise. Taxes 
will be harder to collect. Im- 
porters after losing much in the 
last month, will be cautious. 


Prices have dropped slowly- 


after skyrocketing in cities un- 
der attack—but are still far 
from back to preoffensive lev- 
els. Food, gasoline and other ne- 
cessities are available, but dis- 
tribution is a tough problem in 
urban areas such as Hue hit by 
the Red assault 


Much will depend on the estab- 


lishment of some measure of se- 
curity in cities which now palpa- 
bly are vulnerable. If the secur- 
ity situation remains unchanged 


or worsens the impact will be 
heavy, with political backlash, 
U.S. experts say. 


Economic problems were for- 


midable even before the offen- 
sive. While prices rose the sala- 
ries for many, particularly civil 
servants, remained low. This in 
itself fed low-level corruption. 


While many did extremely 


well with the influx of American 
money, there was not much in- 
centive for low-paid policemen 
or civil servants to remain hon- 
est. Their children often are in 
the rackets, and daughters work 
as bar girls earning five times 
their fathers' incomes. 


All this, along with a with- 


holding tax on income, hits prin- 
cipally at salaried people and 
government employes and tends 
to breed an underground cur- 
rent of discontent

The government has repeated- 


ly pledged itself to act against 
corruption, and this has been 
slowed somewhat in the upper 


reaches— partly because of 
tighter Aiaerican controls, part- 
ly because of publicity.

Saigon 
and other cities became cities of 
fear, especially by night when a 
strict curfew produced a spec- 
tral emptiness in the streets. 


The offensive brought home to 


South Vietnamese the vulnera- 
bility of their cities, once con- 
sidered safe havens. Now no- 
body can be sure that Viet Cong 
won't knock on his door and slit 
the throats of his family. No 
longer can the urban popula- 
tions afford the luxury of ignor- 
ing the war in the countryside. 


When the Viet Cong attack 


population centers the counter- 
attack, with all its power, pro- 
duces battles which wreak wide- 
spread death and property de- 
struction among civilians. Thus, 
by counterattacking

the Americans in effect destroy 
what they came here to protect.

Assassination Plot 
Alleged in Chicago 


Policeman Suspended for Klan 
Role Accused of Plan to Kill Daley 


CHICAGO (AP) — A suspend- 


ed Chicago policeman has been 
accused of plotting to assassi- 
nate Mayor Richard J. Daley 
and two high police officials. 


The accusation was made in 


testimony Thursday against po- 
liceman Donald Heath, 30, who 
was suspended Jan. 6 when his 
association with the Ku Klux 
Klan was revealed. Heath later 
admitted he headed the Klan in 
Illinois. 


Policeman James Tobin, who 


first reported on Heath's Klan 
activities, testified at a police 
board hearing into 
whether 


Heath should be fired. 
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Tobin told the board Daley 


was to be killed because "the 
Klan wanted to come out in the 
open with a big bang." He quot- 
ed Heath as saying: "We have 
to hit a city official and I can't 
think of a better official to hit 
than Mayor Daley." 


Tobin said Heath's alleged re- 


marks were made Nov. 23 dur- 
ing a conversation in a restau- 
rant. Tobin also told of infiltrat- 
ing the Klan in September at 
the request of the police bureau 
of inspection. 


Heath denied virtually all of 


Tobin's testimony, and after a 
brief cross-examination, Heath 
said: "I have nothing further. 
This man is a liar." 


Heath then took the stand in 


his own defense and argued that 
the Klan is nonviolent and "is 
the most honorable organization 
known to man." He maintained 
he could be loyal to the police 
department and the Klan. 


Tobin said Heath told him a 


speeding car could fire a ba- 
zooka rocket into the living 
room of the Daley home where, 
Heath said, the mayor likes to 
relax in a lounge chair near a 
front bay window.

Gov. Rockefeller Has the Ball 


The announcement 
by Gov. George 


Romney of Michigan that he is withdrawing 
as a Republican presidential candidate was 
not as surprising in its content as it was in 
its timing. It was becoming increasingly 
obvious that the Romney campaign was not 
gaining the momentum necessary to catch 
and surpass that of Richard Nixon for the 
Republican nomination, let alone posing 
any possibility of defeating 
President 


Johnson next fall. 


But the general assumption was that 


Romney's withdrawal would follow decisive 
Nixon victories in the primaries in New 
Hampshire and Wisconsin. Therefore his 
announcement practically on the eve of the 
New England balloting obviously has some 
practical political meanings. 


The Michigan governor said he made 


the announcement at this date so that the 
Republican governors' conference in Wash- 
ington this weekend could consider lining 
up behind a new candidate. This squares 
with the determination 
the Republican 


governors expressed at a Virgin Islands 
conference late last year that they wanted 
to have a strong voice in naming the 1968 
candidate. 


But the timing is also obviously aimed 


at heading off Nixon's mounting drive for 
the nomination and at "drafting" Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller of New York. 


Romney's withdrawal will make the 


expected Nixon victories in New Hamp- 


shire and Wisconsin rather meaningless, 
since Romney was the only meaningful 
opponent Nixon had in those two states. 


If Rockefeller is going to emerge as the 


candidate of the moderate Republicans, 
though, he will have to get into the race 
forthwith. The so-called draft is an obsolete 
political technique. A man does not win 
high political office in this country without 
stating unqualifiedly that he wants the job 
and exerting tremendous energy to win it. 


If Rockefeller insists on being drafted, 


the Republican governors' conference is the 
ideal tool to do the drafting. But if the 
governors swing their support to him he's 
going to have to seize that opportunity 
immediately and launch a vigorous cam- 
paign if he is to head off Nixon. 


Possibly the most significant import of 


Romney's withdrawal was his admitted 
inability to ''win the wide acceptance with 
rank and file Republicans that I hoped to 
achieve.'' Romney supporters had confided 
in recent weeks that they were not so 
greatly 
disturbed 
at their 
candidate's 


failure to make an impression on the voters 
as they were at the fact that nothing he 
said, no issue he raised seemed to excite 
the American people. Their great worry 
was that this apathy might extend to other 


dra»ai then is bad-

Boy of Tonkin Still a Mystery 


It is now obvious that it will be many 


months, perhaps years, before the Ameri- 
can public will learn the truth about the 
events in the Bay of Tonkin that led to the 
first retaliatory bombing raids on North 
Vietnam and the Congressional resolution 
authorizing 
President Johnson to take 


whatever steps were necessary to halt 
Communist aggression in Southeast Asia. 


Secretary McNamara's testimony before 


the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
has been released by the Secretary but with 
a good deal of it deleted, allegedly for 
security reasons. Senator Fulbright has 
repeated that the 
testimony has not 


convinced him that there ever was the 
attack on the destroyers. Maddox and Joy, 
on August 4, 1964. Senator Wayne Morse 
has gone even further in declaring flatly 
that the United States was a "provocateur" 
by having spy ships in the area at a time 
when there was a South Vietnamese raid on 
some islands held by the Communists. But 
Assistant Secretary of State William Bundy 
continues to insist that "there is absolutely 
no doubt" that the ships were attacked and 
he denied that their spying in the area 
could be called provocative. 


It may not be true that there actually 


was an Administration conspiracy aimed at 
bolstering President Johnson with those 
Goldwater backers who claimed the Presi- 
dent was being soft on communism by not 
hitting harder in Vietnam. The result of the 
raids and the resolution did improve the 
presidential image at the time, however, 
and contributed to the idea that Congress 
and the country were behind him. 


Plunge in Birth Rate 


Taxpayers and 
educators 
may 
not 


readily believe it. but the birth rate in the 
United States is at an all-time low. 


In 1967 there were only 17.9 live births 


for every 1,000 Americans and only 3.5 
million babies were born, a drop of 19 per 
cent from 1961. In Latin America, Africa 
and much of Asia the rate is between 40 
and 50 live births per thousand while the 
Soviet Union averages between 20 and 25 
and Europe is slightly under 20. 


The reasons, according to officials at 


the 
Population 
Reference 
Bureau, are 


varied. In the first place there happens to 
be a low percentage of the population in 
the 15 to 44 child-bearing ages. Secondly, 
there has been a change in the pattern of 
having children. More women have been 
having their families at younger ages and 


But it is clear that the retaliatory 


bombing was an over-reaction to whatever 
it was that happened in the Bay of Tonkin. 
And, whatever the political reasons it was 
undertaken, it showed a serious lack of 
military intelligence — something that has 
plagued American foreign relations consid- 
erably in the last couple of decades. 


Clearly the President and his advisors 


thought that the raids would frighten the 
North Vietnamese leadership into slowing 
down what at that time was their limited 
assistance to the Viet Cong. The overesti- 
mate of the influence of American military 
power undoubtedly lent credence to the 
idea. As all the statements of Secretary 
McNamara later indicated, American au- 
thorities had no idea of the determination 
of the Communists, the extent of their 
power or the frailty of the South Vietna- 
mese adherence to the government in 
Saigon. 


If anything good has come from the Bay 


of Tonkin decision, it has been a revalu- 
ation of that American military power and 
what it can and cannot do in the world. 
President Johnson showed that he had 
learned something of a lesson when he 
merely protested the far more devastating 
attack on the Liberty by Israel planes last 
summer, when thirty-four American sailors 
were killed, and the seizure of the Pueblo 
last month. Secretary McNamara can 
repeat endlessly that the incidents were 
quite different from that in the Bay of 
Tonkin but the truth is that it was mostly 
the American reaction that made them 
different.

We should be wary of at- 


taching too much weight to 
polls of public opinion, Bogard 
said, especially where political 
issues are involved. "Many of 
the people approached fay poll- 
sters," he is reported 
as 


saying, "really have no opinion 
on the issue in question, and 
indeed often do not want to 
have one." 


When a person says "don't 


know" in response to a ques- 
tion, it often means "don't 
want to know," Bogart added; 
which 
is 
another 
way of 


saying "I don't want to get 
involved" — reflecting the 
respondent's opinion that the 
issue is no responsibility of 
his. 


And even positive opinions, 


he goes on, are often formed 


on the spot, or based on 
severely limited and erroneous 
knowledge of the facts. Unin- 
formed o p i n i o n is merely 
prejudice, sentimentality, or 
cynicism. 


In such cases, he points out, 


it remains doubtful how sensi- 
tive a public official should be 
to such polls; since they don't 
measure knowledge or depth 
of feeling on a subject, how 
can they be properly evaluated 
as a basis for political action? 


Moreoever, as he puts it, 


"if, 
as is often the case, a 


substantial percentage of the 
public is uninformed about the 
uninterested in a subject, then 
actions contrary to the appar- 
ent will of the polled majority 
may nonetheless 
fall within 


t h e l a t i t u d e that 
that 


compliant body politic permits 
its leaders." 


For example, recent polls 


indicate that most citizens 
sren't very concerned about 
air pollution and aren't willing 
for the government to spend 
any money in combatting this 
menace. But even if 30 per 
cent are concerned and think 
we should attack the problem, 
this informed minority might 
be a better cue for action than 
the majority. 


One s p l e n d i d suggestion 


made by Bogart is that sur- 
veys begin to ascertain the 
extent of public ignorance on 
"matters of fact." Instead of 
m e a s u r i n g "for" and 
"fagainst," with a residue of 
"undecided/' he suggests, we 
should be measuring the de- 
gree of apathy, indecision, 
ignorance, or conflict on the 
part of the great majority, 
with the "opinionated" as the 
residual leftover. This would 
be the first brave step toward 
making polls more significant 
than they are today.

Techniques Studied by UW 


Cheese may soon be manufac- 


tured through a new technique 
that is eight times faster than 
the usual method. 


Conventional cheese making 


relies on microbial action to 
jH-oduce the acid that forms a 
satisfactory 
curd. 
But 
food 


scientist N. F. Olson and his 
co-workers at the University of 
Wisconsin have developed a new 
technique where acid is directly 
added to milk for more rapid 
formation of the curd. 


Olson's experiments on pizza 


cheese.show that the direct 
acidification technique t a k e s 


only 30 minutes from the addi- 
tion of rennet to stretching the 
curd. This process takes about 
4 h o u r s in the conventional 
method using a bacterial cul- 
ture. 


Olson found that hydrochloric 


acid is best for making pizia 
cheese, while phosphoric acid 
will probably be. more suited to 
other types of cheese. The stud- 
ies also show that pepsin and a 
microbial rennet were as good 
as or better than regualr rennet 
for use in the direct acidifica- 
tion technique.

Visit to UW Farm 
Hogs Gain Efficiently Despite
